Woman’s Mother Murdered. 

In August, 1908, Mrs. Clara Win-

wounded her daughter slightly and 
then took her. own life. Mrs.’ Win- 
born asserted Mrs. Sharin had be- 
come infatuated with her husband. 
Subsequently, Clara Sharin went to/| 
Kalamazoo, Mich., to help nurse | 
Robert Winborn, who died in 1920, 
after a six months’ illness. The young 
woman told friends she married 
Winborn on his deathbed. She has 
used the name of’ Clara Elizabeth 
Winborn since.

THE DEADLY WOODEN CAR. 
Photographs of the Frisco wreck at Starland. Mo.

No. 219—The Disappearing Loop. * 


A single knot is tied in a length of 
string, and-the loop is left hanging 
loosely, as shown in Fig. 1.
